Davis, democratic presidential nomi- 
nee, electrified an audience of more 
than 20,000 here late today when he | 
vigorously enouneed the Ku Klux | 
Klan by name and suggested that his 
“opponent, President Coolidge, state his 
position on the subject. 

Davis’ reference to the klan was 
greeted with cheers. ‘Whenever any 
organization,” Davis said, ‘no matter 
what it choose to be called, whether 
Ku ‘Klux Klan or ‘by any other name. 
raises the standard of racial or -re- 
ligious belief as a test of fitness for 
public office, it does violence to the 
spirit of American institutions and 
must be condemned by all those wno 
believe, as I do, in American ideals.’ 

This is Davis’ first real campaign- 
ing speech and his use of a Biblical 
phrase shows that he intends to keep 
hammering at the Teapot Dome and 
Veterans’ Bureau scandals which oc- 
curred last spring during the Coolidge 
administration. 

“IT am not going to go into person- 
alities,”’ Davis said, “for we must hold 
tc the principle that the party is re- 
sponsible for the results of its ad- 
ministration. 


Davis had not intended to denounce 
the klan today until after a confer- 
ence with a klan leader of New Jer- 
sey. He said that he wished to make 
his stand on the question perfectly 
clear to all.

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JOHNSTON FOR SENATE .

The governor being a confirmed mo- 
torist, was most sympathetic toward 
alb of us poor tourists who had to 
submit to continual fumigation or give 
up gasoline and take to steam—but he 
held to his strict regulations and un- 
doubtedly saved his state from one of 
the worst plagues that ever swept 
this country. Even “No. 7’ had to be 
fumigated! 

Harry, who pilots ‘No. 7,” drove me 
to the executive mansion, which, I 1m 
sorry to say, is another of those ter- 
rible houses which blot the beauty of 
our state capitals.

There is only 
one piece of evidence to refute the 
truth of that remark; and that is 11- 
year-old John Richardson, who looks 
about as much like a_ baby as 
“Mickey,” ’the angora cat, looks like a 
Boston pull. 

Mrs. Richardson performs the non- 
maternal duties incumbent on a gov- 
ernor’s wife, and performs them well; 
but she does so strictly on suffrance; 
she lives through the long season at 
the state capital just for the time 
when she can get to the Richardson 
summer home at Long Beach—where 
she can have a really good time. 

John doesn’t wait. So long as he 
has Harry, the chauffeur, to superin- 
tend in mechanical matters, and his 
father, the governor, to educate in 
sporting affairs, John can have a good 
time anywhere. The governor gets 
home every night in time to play ball 
with John and the other lads of the

Mrs. Hilby also took me on an in- 
spection tour of the mansion, begin- 
ning at the kitchen; Just the whitest 
and cleanest kitchen you can imag- 
ine, the kind that brings joy “to Mrs.
